_ “Samuel said, what mearieth then this bleat- 
ing of the sheep in mine ears, and the lowing of 
the oxen which hear ?”—To Samuel, xv., 14. 


Last Sabbath hundreds of thousands of youth, 
transatlantic tid cisatalantic, studied this in- 
cident in international Sabbath school lesson. 
The Amalekites thought that they hadconquer- 
ed God, and that Meowould never execute ~His 
threats againstthem. They had murdered the 
laraelites in’ battle and out of - battle, and 
loft no outrage untried, They thought that God 
either did not dare to ponish them, or that He 
liad forgotten so to do. Let us see, Samuel, 
the Lord's prophet, tells Saul to go down and 
destroy the Amalekites, leaving not one of them 
alive, and to destroy all the beosts int their, pos- 
sossion,and sheep,camel and asses. Hark to the 
tread of two hundred and ten thousand armed 
men led on) bY) Bidnétrous ‘Sail ablaze with 
armor, his shiela dangling at Hiewide; his spear 
lifted tn his right hand, and at the waving of 
which the anny, marched.or halted, ~The sound 
of the tread Iv as though the gmat God werd 
trampling nations’ into /ddst, sep i curl- 
ing of Boke on the sky., Now, there is a whale 
cloud of muoke.

We have 
got to giveup all our sins, my, brothers and sis- 
ters; give them allup. No mercy for Agag 
Saul kept, 1 snppose, the finest,’ the, fattest of 
the sheep and killed the meanest. And there 
are not many Christians who kill their unpopu 
lar ding and keep the respectable sins, while the 
Lord God from the heayens thunders a vermina 
tion. . 


My subjects also impresses me with the fact 
that a mere profession or religion, if it be not 
backed up by night behavior, amounts to noth- 
ing and worse than nothing.

Masonlc Templo Burned—Loas S100,000, 


New Youk, Dec. —At eight o’¢lock this morn- 
ing the roof of the Masonic temple was discover - 
ed to be Gn fire. ‘Before the engities reached the 
spot m great yoliiine of smoke, it is bélieved from 
the windows of the Asylum of ‘the Knights 
Templar in the story just below the wef and 
dome. The rooms of half a dozen commanderies 
were also located in this part of the building, 
Hundreds of members of the Masnio fraternity 
flocked to the scene, A Targe force of police was 
required to keep back the crowds which gather- 
ed. Patrick Lynch and Samuel Warren, fire- 
ten who entered the mansard roof, were struck 
by heavy pieces of plastering and sank exhausted 
from heat and smoke. They were rescued and 
removed to the hospiral, 

At 10,30 a great volume of smoke still poured 
from the roof, but soon after the firemen got the 
flames under control The building below the 
manaard is fire-proof, The firemen devoted their 
energies to saying what they could of the upper 
story. It is supposed the fire started inthe wall 
near the Commandery room, and crept to the 
ceiling. The ‘‘Order of the Mystic Shrine” met 
in the Commandery room last night, It isthought 
a cigar or match was carelessly dropped! on the 
carpet, The room was expensively furnished, 
and in adjoining closeta were many costly equip- 
menta and waiforins, 

The ** Austin Room” so named in honor of the 
deceased Grand Secretary, was recetitly filled up

WORKERS NOT ORIMINALS;

Potato Snow Drift.—Peel and boil pix 
largo, mealy white —potatoes; add a little 
anit to the water. ~ Take them out on by 
one, run throuph a sieve into a deep di li, 
letting them fall into a mound.

Arrowroot Custard Two cups boiling

Grape Pudding Sauce.—Wash and stem 
two pounds of Concord or Isabella urapes 
in an earthen or china dish, with water 
suflicient to’ cover them, then run through 
a colander, rubbing throngh as much of 
the pulp as possible (either withthe hand 
or a pestle), return the liquid to the new 
kettle and when it boils, thicken with one 
tablespoonful of corn starch, or two of sift- 
ed Graham flour braided with a little water, 
Boil up once to each pint of the pulp, 
sweeten to the taste, ao serve WATT) AS A 
sauce for rice, apple dumplings, or any 
plain pudding that may Yequire a sauce. 
Two or three spoonfuls of this make a good 


addition to apple-pie-as a flavor before ba- I 


cing. 

Cranberry pudding niakes avariety in 
the fruit puddings, and most of these, by 
the ‘way, are very good, and nourishing 
dishes. Pour boiling water on a. pint. of 
dried bread crumbs ; melt ‘a tablespoonful 
of butter and stir in. When the bread is 
softened add two eggs, and beat thorough- 
ly with the bread. Then put in‘a pint of 
the stewed fruit and sweeten to your taste. 
Bake in a hot oven for half an hour. Fresh 
fruit may be used in place of; the eranber- 
ries. Slices of canned peaches put in layers 
make a delicious variation. 

Beefsteak Pickled.—Lay a steak ina pud- 
ding dish, with slices of onions,a few cloves, 
whole pepper, salt, and bay leaf, a sprig of 
thyme, one of marjoram, and some parsley; 
add oil and tarragon vinegar in equal parts, 
just tocome up tothe steak, and let it 
steep in this for about twelve hours, turn- 
ing it oecasionally ; then either’ broil it or 


fry it in butter, and serve with mashed 
poeeee: It may also be slightly fried in 
utter, and then stewed with a little com- 


mon stock,and served with piquante sauce. 

For Shampooing the Hair.—Get any tin- 
man to nake for you the small rose of a 
watering-pot with finest holes in it, with a 
short handle that will fit over the tube of 
an ordinary household syringe, with an 
clastic tube, You can thus send a fine 
spray of water over the head while it is be- 
ing cleansed, which will ayoid the heavier 
wetting of a sponge,

The Shocing of Horses, 


Ata recent mecting of the American 
Street Railway Association, the following 
Was reported on the above subject: The 
hoof of the horse in its natural state is 
dlapted only to the soft and yielding soil ; 
amd so when we wish to pat them to prac- 
tical use upon common rowds and payed 
streets, it becomes necessary to protect the 
foot from the winatural wear they become 
Subjected to, The practice of protecting 
the hoof in sume manner-dates” buck  cen- 
turies,and from the rude devices then used 
we have come down to the present day, in 
Which many formt of shoe are mude, all of 
Which have their claims to superiority. 

Ii selecting the shoe the kind of foot 

should be considered ; but as a rule, in our 
judgment, a flat shoe that will’ leave the 
foot insthe most natural state, allowing the 
frog to receive a portion of the weight or 
blow, is preferable, partictlarly for the for 
ward foot; the natural formation of the 
fox being of a soft, spongy growth «with 
elastic properties, would seem to be made 
for that purpose. 
* “As a rule, horses coming from the pasture 
havd sound itd healthy feet with broad 
frogs, and we should so adapt.the shoe as 
to retvin the natural formation as nearly as 
possible. 

Too much care catinot be used in prepar- 
ing the foot for the shoe, The frog should 
neyer be cut; the shell requires more or less 
cutting.’ The shoe shoal always bo fitted 
to the foot and not the foot to the shee, as 
is often done,

From the Montreal Witness. 

In the very interesting lecture lately de- 
livered by Mr. G. W. Patterson onthe+*F oot- 
prints of Commercial and) Mechanical Ie 
dustry,” he casually alluded’ ‘to the first 
vessel that ever crossed the ocean under 
steam, the Royal William, as being a Cana- 
dian steamship. Now, in view of the great 
revolution in commerce that was caused by 
the first introduction of steamers crossing 
the Atlantic, the enormous increase of such 
vessels, and the colossal proportions to 
which they have grown since the pioneer 
vessel first successfully made the voyage, 
and the immense benefit the whole world 
has derived therefrom, I think we Canadi- 
ans ought to feel very proud of having been 
the first to inaugurate this new era in nay- 
igation, and endeayor to make the fact more 
generally known, As all your readers may 
not be aware of the history of the Royal 
William, 1 may briefly state that she was 
built at Quebec in 1831 by the late George 
Black, the then eminent ship-builder of 
that city. Lord Aylmer, the Governor- 
General at that time, and an immense con- 
course of spectators were at the launch, and 
Lady Aylmer christened her in the usual 
manner as she left the stocks. She was first 
intended to run between Quebec and Hali- 
fax ; but after two years’ trial, that route 
not paying, in 1833 it was decided to try 
the experiment of sending her across the 
Atlantic, and great indeed was the aston- 
ishment of the people of Liverpool as she 
gallantly steamed into that port against 
wind and tide. .She was afterwards, I be- 
lieve, sold to the Spanish Government. 
The beautiful original model of this vessel 
is now 4 prominent feature in the rooms of 
the Literary and Historical Society of Que- 
bec, to whom it was “recently presented by 
Mr. Black’s family, some of whom are now 
residents of Montreal. I consider the mem- 
ory of that gentleman should always be held 
in high esteem as the projector and builder 
of the first:ocean steamship constructed in 
the world.

THE COAL DUTY 
The Brantford Grit organ appeals to the 
Dominion Government to have the ‘coal 
tax’ repealod, on the ground that it has not 
benofitted anybody and that 
Ee ree ease havnt clitys lind ; 0 
dinch with cold by reason of this imposition of 
0 to 75 cents for every ton used. 
Our contemporary is wrong in 
of its assertions, 
The coal duty has very largely benefitted 
the coal miners of Nova Scotia and has con- 


all three 


siderably increasod the trade of that pro- 
Vinee. ‘It has also benefitted the Inter- 
colonial Railway and other Canadian Rail- 
ways and the owners of vessels which have 
been engaged in the transport of coal. Far 
mers have also been benofitted by gettin; 
higher prices for their wood. 

Coal is not a necessary of. lifo. At least 
two-thirds of the people of Canada exist 
quite comfortably withoutit. The farmers 
and inhabitants of the rural districts and 
Villages distant from ‘‘the front’ burn 
nothing but wood, 

The duty is not **50 or 75 cents per ton,” 
as our contemporary loosely states, but 50 
cents per ton an hard coal—which is gener- 
ally used for heating—and 60 cents per ton 
onsoftcoal. Frequently the United States 
dédlers make a special discount, to the 
amount of the duty, to Canadian purchas- 
ors, in order to effect sales. We haye pub- 
lished invoices which show this ty be the 
fact. 

Lastly, the coal duty is not oppressive, 
The poor man who burns coal uses from 
three to four tons every winter, consequent- 
ly his ‘‘coal tax’ amounts to but from $1.50 
to $2 per year, The rich men pay the great 
bulk of the coal duty, therefore the impost 
isa just one, as those best able to pay are 
made to foot the bill. 

Baw hotter te past 2uty vo COal than on 
tea and coffee, which are necessaries of life, 
The present Government tax coal ; the late 
Government taxed tea and coffee.

THE LABOR MARKET. 


The burning desire of the Grit party to 
prove tho N, P, a failure has led them into 
many an unpleasant predicament, as tho 
facts have always been against them, They 
began{ on the introduction of the tariff, by 
stupid and self-contradictory objections and 
by prophecies of failure, no one of which 
found verification, an attack upon the prin- 
ciple of protection, from which they have 
never had wisdom enough to desist, The 
various industries of the country were given 
a fresh lease of life by the new tariff; an 
immense nuinber of new manufactories were 
established ; the people, at every opportu- 
nity, declared by their votes that they were 
satisfied with the working of the Tilley 
tariff. But the Grits haye kept up their 
niad, blind, unabating fusilade against the 
N. P., regardless of the fact that their own 
ranks have been suffering far more heavily 
than those of their opponents from their 


fire. +“ 

Their latest attack on the N. P. is by 
way ofthe labor market, justasif the 
agency which had so enlarged and improv- 
ed the markét for labor could be held 
responsible for any little temporary depres- 

* sion. Why, 
men employed inthe manufactories of Can- 
ada than there were under Mr, Mackenzie's 
starvation policy, the labor market in the 
Dominion would be brisker than it was in 
the United Statesiduring the war, or in 
Australia or California whilst the gold ex- 
citement was at its greatest height in both 
countries. 

It is, therefore, manifestly absurd for the 
Grits to lament over the alleged dullness 
in the labor market at present ; but the 
absurdity of their attempt to create a feel- 
ingin the minds of the industrial classes 
against the N. P. has not deterred them 
from making it. Certainly they bave chos- 
en their time well, for, as everybody knows 
the masons, plasterers, carpenters, painters, 
brick makers, laborers and others engaged 
in the building trade, are annually thrown 
out of work by the advent of winter ; and 
thus itis safe to say, in December of any 
year, that the labor market is duller than 
it is during the summer, Hence it follows 
that the word *‘ dull” in this conection 
can only be used in a comparative sense, in 
order that the true state of the case may be 
made apparent. 

The Globe, however, haying. given the 
signal, all the lesser Organs have followed 
their leader, and, like so many - jackals 
catering toalion, lay tasty morsels of 
“ruin and decay’ before their roaripg 
ruler. Ourylocal contemporary, not to 
be behind the rest of the band, furnishes 
its tit-bit, which is as follows : 


The labor market -hasa gloomy outlook in 
Belleville at present—as is the “Gate generally 
throughotit the Dominion. The foundries are 
still running with full staff and the employees 
work ten hours a day, but itis anticipated that 
a reduction in the production of the shops will 
bo made,very shortly, Laborers are glad to get 
svork at any price, and of corse carpenters and 
painters have no hope of receiving a job for some 
months, Withsucha stagnation as this in the 
labor market it is no wonder that mechanics ex- 
pect a hard winter. 

The moxt important industry in the city—the 
axe factory—has not been furnishing employ- 
ment for nearly as many artizans as in former 
years and the men have been cut down consider- 
ably as to the number of axes which at one time 
constituted a day's work, In former years tlic 
forgers were allowed to make as many axes a day 
as they chote—sometimes 50 or 60a day. Last 
week they were restricted to forty and on Satur- 
day last the men were asked to accept nine cents 
each for making them—instead of ten’ cents, as 
formerly. The forgers refused to accept the re- 
duction in price and went out on a strike yester- 
day, the most of them returned to work ‘at the 
old figure but only twenty axes are given to each 
forger for a day's work, This means $1.20 a day 
to the forger and 80 cts. to the helper. Besides 
this there are nine forvers less in the factory 
than when Mr, Burrell ran it ; three grinders 
have quit, and the polishers are paid by the 
piece instead of by the day as formerly, which 
occasions a great deal of dissatisfaction. The 
grinders oe made about 15 cents each to-day

The good qualities of the Italians, briefly 
mentioned, are gentleness, industry, length 
of proboscis, and being proof against the 
ravages of the bee moth’s larvie ; and when 
an apiary is run for extracted honey exclu- 
sively, the owner cannot do better than to 
stock his yard with the dark, leather color- 
ed Italians. The black or German bees 
excel in comb building, and in readiness to 
store honey at a distance from the brood 
nest, They build their combs very straight 
and even, and seldom connect then with 
brace “conibs, They leave a slight spade 
underneath the cappings—that is, they do 
not fill the cells quite full of honey—as a 
consequence, the combs have a snowy white- 
ness in a greater degree than combs built 
by other varieties of OF course the 
honey is not superior on account of this 
peculiarity, but it brings a higher price in 
the market, on account of its beautiful ap- 
pearance. Italians are unwilling to leave 
the brood nest, and will enter and store 
honey in sections only when forced to da so, 
and even then they will continue to crowd 
the brood nest with honey. The black bees 
are free from this fault. There are two va- 
ricties of the so-called black bees ; one vari- 
ety is black, and shining, small, irritable, 
and very undesirable compared with the 
brown variety, Most of the ‘* black” bees 
throughout the country are of the brown 
German variety. 

The Syrians and Cyprians, which have 
recently been introduced info this country, 
have no good qualities not possessed by the 
Italians, while they are yery irritable, par 
ticularly the Cyprians, which might be call 
ed ferocious. Atthe Jast meeting of the 
Northwestern Bee-Keeper’s Association, 
where there were more than ninety experi- 
enced, practical bee-keepers present, only 
one menurber could be found who had gentle 
Syrians, and he was not positive that he 
had Syrians; he only knew that he had 
hought them for such of a reliable déyler, 
One other objection to the Syrians, has been 
made by men who have experimented large 
ly, which is that they do not properly mpen 
and seal their honey ; but these se repurt- 
ing are largely in the minority.

WHY WE SHOULD HONOR THEIR MEMORY, 


The centennial of the settlement of this 
Proyince by the United Empire Loyalists, 
a celébration of Which is proposed for next 
year, suggests the propriety of recalling 
some of the events that marked that period 
in the history of our country. 


In the first place, it is necessary to re- 
member, in order that the true character of 
the pioneer settlers may be understood and 
appreciated, that the country, especially 
about the Bay of Quinte, was then a prim- 
eval forest. When the Loyalist refugees 
landed on the beautiful shores early in the 
summer of 1784, there was no sound of ciy- 
ilized life in the whole region, but solitude 
reigned supreme, 

‘“The rude ayes with heaved stroke, 


Was never heard the Neue to daunt, 
Or fright thein from their favorite haunt.” 


The wigwam of the Indian was discover- 
ed at intervals, concealed from view by 
the umbrageous forest, and his frail bark 
canoe stealthily glided over the rippling 
waters a messenger of life in an untutored 
state. With scanty provisions for meeting 
the privations of a life in such a wilder- 
ness, and many of them quite destitute of 
the actual necessities for immediate wants, 


Canada.- We admire their heroism and 
wonder how a principle could fortify so 
strongly against the natural: weakness of 
human nature. Would we sacrifice so much 
and endure as great hardships rather than 
forego our allegiance to the British flag ? 
It may be well, to remark here that the 
circumstances attending the exodus of 
Loyalists one hundred years ago were of a 
peculiar character, and quite distinct from 
any that could possibly arise. at this day.

opposition on the grounds that the army methods 
made schismatios, were profane and blasphemous 
dangerous to souls and injurious to religion, In 
connection with such accusations your refer: 
ence to the old time “excitement?! of Methodist 
protracted meetings, where amens and hallelu- 
jahs were loud and frequent reminded me fore- 
ibly of how true it is that history repeats itself, 
Methodisin has now become very respectable in 
the eyes of the world. In fact,the world speaks 
very patronizingly of its power, wealth and in- 
fluence, and some of the clergy of the English 
Church honor itso far as to acknowledge a 
“‘atreet acquaintance” with some of its muinis- 
ters. But, Mr. Editor, when Methodism had 
been established a few years, when Wesley and 
Whitfield were street preaching in England, 
ondeavormg to ‘spread Scripture holiness” 
through the land, whan ity converts were wit- 
neasing by scores to being saved, then it and its 
ministers were vilified and ridiculed, and especi- 
ally by a Rector of the [nglish Church, who 
saw in Methodists, just as some now see in the 
army, everything that was hurtful and injurious 
to religion, 

But first a word as to our ‘fantastic move- 
ments.” After allisit not amatter of taste? 
I find that a few years ago, in a Church of Eng- 
land, part of the service, as conducted by the 
clergyman, consisted of a “procession com- 
posed of a thurifer, carrying an incense vessel 
containing incense, swingingjthe same, two 
acolytes or boys dressed in red and white with 
red skull caps on their heads, and bearing light- 
ed candles; several deacons or other persons 
bearing one or more silk banners, divers choris- 
ters dressed in red and white; a person called a 
ceremoniaius, in caasock and cotta, with blue 
tippets; and two persons in copes,” This pro- 
cession marched around the church singing 9 
hymn. On Ash Wednesday the clenyyman took 


a vessel filled with black powder-lhke ashes, ‘ 


and having blessed this pawder rubbed a portion 
of such powder on the Farphaada of members of 
the congregation, ThenI find that three or 
four years ago, another clergyman of the English 
Church, as part of his service, had # procession 
“consisting of acolytes, some of whom were 
dressed in blue and others in black cassocks, 
and all of whom wore white cottas with a pro- 
cessional cross and several banners, and of the 
clergy wearing colored stoles, cottas and biret> 
tas.” I would not venture to call these proces- 
sions ** fantastic movements,” They no doubt 
were pleasing to the vesthetic aud refined tastes 
of the cultivated worshippers. But Ido say 
if such a procession were to. take place in Belle- 
ville, it would be ‘‘ fantastic” enough to dimin- 
ish the crowd which follows the Army on its 
march through the mud, 

T do not presume to compare our humble 
*fantastics” with such ccclesimstical high tricks 
as I have mentioned, nor compare our humble 
soldiers in procession with plain uniform singing 
Salvation songs, beating tambourines or drams, 
with the Acolytes dressed in red and white with 
red skull caps, with the choristers dressed in red 
and white, or with those who wear colored stoles, 
cottas and birettas, and march around in pro- 
cession swinging incense and singing hyione. 

T must defer my proof of how history repeats 
itself until another time, when with your permis.

The Lutest Wedding 


* The latest craze” in wedding parapher 
nalia, says the St, Louis Republican, is the 
bridal prayer book } not that all brides who 
patronize churches where prayer-books are 
in vogue do not have this assistance to de 
Votion long before the soft shadow of ap 
proaching matrimony falls upon them, but 
the bridal prayer-book proper makes its 
first and yenerally lust, appearance at the 
wedding coremony— More particularly those 
which oceur in churches, It is presumably 
used by the blushing maid to read the re- 
sponses which make lex a bride, though of 
course she does not néed such aid and never 
opens the sacred yolumo, ‘It is purely for 
ornament, not for use, and in that capacity 
has completely supplanted the convention- 
al bouquet—at least, so says tho highest 
New York authority in these matters, 

The bridal prayer book is no common, 
every-day affair, but a gorgeous specimen 
of the bookanaking art. It is bound, of 
course, in virgin white; velvet, satin, silk, 
or plush, and the lowest price is $25, Usu- 
ally coming as a bridal present, the giver 
if he be very rich and very fodlish—takes 
it to a jeweller and has it encrusted with 
precious stones, diamonds, emeralds, pearls, 
rubies and the like, making the cost run up 
into the hundreds or thousands. Thus 
equipped it is carried in the hand of the 
happy recipient, mid becomes an impressive, 
expensive, and Onviable feature of the per- 
formance, It ix not confined, we may say, 
to Catholic or Episcopalian candidates for 
the holy state of wedlock ; but has myaded 
other denominations, even some of those 
which regard printed prayers a5 

A DEVICE OF THR DEVIL. 
How long this ‘‘eraze’’ will continue, it is 
impossible to say ; but just now—accord- 
ing to the aforesnid authority—no young or 
old lady in New York ** best society" feels 
that she can be duly and truly married 
without the bridal prayer book. 

In this conneccion it may be interesting 
to notice some of the older and more sen, 
sible accompaninents of that knot which 
‘Stied by the tongue, “cannot be untied by 
the teeth,” The bridal veil is said to have 
originated ‘in the Anglo-Saxon custom/’of 
performing the nuptial ceremony under a 
square piece of cloth, held at each corner 
hy a tall man over the bridegroom and the 
briderto conceal the enibarrassinent of the 
former and the blushes of the latter, If the 
bride was a widow, lier blushes were sup- 
posed to be invisible and the yeil was there- 
fore omitted. — The bride-cake originated in 
confarrcation, or a token of closest union be- 
tween man and wife, represented by a cake 
of wheat or barley. An old author says ; 
“Tho English, when the bride comes 
from church, are wont to cast wheat upon 
her head,” Herrick, addressing a bride, 
says ; 

“while some repeat 
Your praise, and bless you, sprinkling you with 
wheat,”

was cub inito small square pieces, thrown 
over the heads of the wedded pair, then 
paksed through the ring hine times, and 
finally placed under pillows at night to 
cause young people to ABSA of tale lovers: 
This last custom prevails to a certain extent 
wnong ourselves. 

The universal orange-blossom is of Sar- 
acenic, 6r_at least Oriental origin ; and is 
believed to have been introduced as an em- 
blem of fecundity, The throwing of an old 
shoe—now occasionally revived—was not 
at first intended to bring good luck; but as 
a symbol of renunciation of dominion and 
authority over the bride by her father 
or guardian, and the receiving of the shoe 
by the bridegroom, even if ‘accidental, was 
‘a sign that this Authority had been trans- 
ferred to him, 

It is impossible to tell when, where or 
how the wedding ring came into fashion. 
The circular form seems to have been re- 
garded as an emblem of eternity,and thore- 
fore of eternal affection. Greek and Ro- 
nan rings have inscriptions conveying this 
sentiment, and also such phrases as these: 
** May you live long ;” **1 bring good for- 
tune to the wearer ;” ‘‘ Live happy ;” ‘I 
give this love pledge.’’ Among the Jows 
the ring has always played an important 
part in the marriage ceremony. Th the 
iniddle ages great significance was attached 
to it by all European tations, and in the 
sixtoenth and seventeenth centuries it was 
customary to engrave a motto, or “‘posy,” 
on the inside of the ring. Here are

were illegal and inyalid, In order to test 
the question Mr, A. G, Hodge, President 
of the Licensed Victuallers’ Association, 
purposely committed a breach of the doubt- 
ful resolution, and played billiards after 
closing hours. On the 11th of May, 1881, 
he was indicted before Mr. G, 'T. Denison, 
Police Magistrate, and was fined $20 and 
costs. In June of the same year the con- 
viction was brought up by certiorari, before 
the Court of Queon’s Bench, where the case 
was exhaustively argued, That court do- 
cided in fayor of Mr. Hodge, holding that 
the Crooks Act, so far as it delogated the 
functions of the Local Legislature to a 
Board of Commissioners, was ultra vires, 
and the conviction therefore was quashed, 
A further appeal was thon taken to our 
Provincial Court of Appeal, who reversed 
the decision of the Queen’s Bench, and re- 
stored the conviction. The courts being of 
divided opinion, it was determined to carry 
the case to the English Privy Council, a 
court of last resort, and obtain there a final 
and binding decision upon the important

England has not yet reached here, but a 
telegraphic despatch received by Measrs. 
Blake, Kerr & Cassels, on Saturday,stated 


that the appeal has been dismissed.

It required 
about $5,000 to meet the wants of this fund, 
the latter stated, and but five cents would 
be wanted from each of the 18,000 mem- 
bers of this Church in Canada to obtain 
that amount and a handsome surplus would 
be left, 

Rey, Mr, Wordén spoke with regard to 
the ** augmentation of ministers’ salaries,’’ 
and related the action of the General As- 
sembly thereon, $35,000 would be needed 
annually in order to increase the salary of 
our Minister and the bulk of the sum re- 
quired, it was expected, would be contribut- 
ed by self-supporting congregations, The 
responses thus far were good and the indi- 
cations were that this scheme would meet 
with a generous and hearty response, About 
$2,300" was expected from this Presbytery 
for this fund.

Srr,—I cannot but think that all true 
Christian people who know the circum 
stances of Dr. Wilson’s case will be filled, 
not with sorvow Only, but also with indig- 
nation at the news of his untmerited diswis 
sal from that Cure Vyhich he has filled so 
faithfully, from the Hock he has tended go 
well. De. Wilson Sa at present iny guest, 
wud from him Ihave received full and par- 
ticular accounts of all the circutstances, At 
present he is sufforing both nervously and 
physically from the too great strain of the 
last few months, 

Now, whatare the undisputed facts? 
For 18 years Dr. Wilson has filled the 
place of Curate under the Dean of Kings- 
ton. During that time he has labored as 
fow, presbyters have, night and day, going 
in and out among his people, spending and 
being spent forthem, I divulge no secret 
when I say that Dr. Wilson, and Dr. Wil- 
son alone, has kept the congregation to- 
gether and built up the Church, His holi- 
ness and zeal have conquered unusual difli- 
culties, Among other agencies introduced 
and carried on by him isa Bible class of 
S00 members. In yisiting for his class and 
going among the poorer inhabitants of the 
town his spirit has been stirred within 
him at the sight of that numbers, that even 
in se comparatively small a place, go to 
no church, und are professedly without 
God, 

To these has lately come the Salvation 
Army, By methods very different . froin 
those commonly used, methods few or none 
of us approve of always, they have reached 
those unreached before ; and many hitherto 
openly living drunken and unclean lives, 
have turned to God and are liying in purity 
and sobriety. Thisis indisputable. What 
does Dr, Wilson do! He feels that he can- 
not and dare not stand aloof, Here are the 
very souls he has striven for so long, touched 
at last. They need building up, they need 
“a shepherd's care, and who so fitted to do 
both for them as the man who has gone in 
and out among thom for 18 years? There 
are incongruous things said and done and 
sometimes qpusht at these meetings, So 
there Always have aud always will be, when 
inen are moved in any nuinbers to ery out 
from the depth of thoir souls, men and 
brothers what shall we do to be saved { 

But do these incongruities warrant him 
in ignoring or opposing that which in his 
conscience yhid recognizes as at least in great 
part the work of God? Let others stand 
aloof—he dare not—and so in the name of 
his Muster he lias goiie among the people 
and sought, and to a great extent succeed- 
ed, in Sete men and Women newly 
awakened to a sense of their sin and their 
Saviour’s love, to the Chureh where alone 
they can be permanently usefuland happy. 
In all this he lias stood quite alone, Other 
clergy had criticized his action, and that 
was the beginnhig and ond of it, It is easy 
to stand aloof and find fault ; casy in cool 
blood to denounce as blameworthy the mis- 
takes of the soldier in the long day’s fight, 


“woary and smarting with his toil, 


Over-struined and oyer-tired, Dr. Wilson 
haa probably gone further in supporting 
certain doubtful measures adopted by the 
Army than his friends—or for that matter 
he, himself—might approve of, if coolly 
from the outside each step were to be 
weighed. But though he does not know | 
ain writing this letter, I can positively in 
his name state that he never did anything 
consciously illegal, or was for a moment 
unfaithful even in thought to the vows of 
the church he loves and has faithfully serv- 
ed. 

Where lies his offence? Simply in this, 
that he has done what-he could to prevent 
A moyament that dws good in it from de- 
generating into extravagance, that he has 
dotormined to keep under his pastoral care, 
as members of our Church, those he has 
striven for so long, and who but for his 
intervention would have left the Church 
that had no sympathy with feeling and ex- 
periences that to them are most real. 

And for this offence such a man is to be 
cast forth from his Church wounded with 
such shame as may be supposed to follow 
the disapproval of such a Rector and such 
a Bishop ! 

Is it tolerable, sir, that in a diocese 
where again and again the Episcopal power 
has been employed to shield those who 
have made use of their position in God’s 
Church, to disgrace her{ When, I say, 
the bishop has gone out of his way to 
shield men charged with want of common 
sobriety ant honosty, is it tolerable that a 
man such as Dr, Wilson, who is known all 
over Canada to be a man that more than 
once has almost been chosen to fill the 
highest office our Church can call any of 
her presbyters to, is to be hounded down, 
just because; to put the worst construction 
on his acts, heshas been over anxious to 
help those who called on him for help ; 
over anxious in giving his manly Christian 
sympathy to those casting out devils in his | 
Master's name / 

I feel sure I but echothe sentiment of 
the vast majority of all good Churchmen, 
high, low or broad, when I say, that agree- 
ing with Dr. Wilson's course or not, such 
treatment seents to us intolerable, and the 
more fully the whole circumstances of Dr, 
Wilson’s case are understood, the wore dis 
tinetly will the vast body of Cliristian senti 
ment, not in our Church only, but in the 
whole Dominion, condemn the action both 
of Bishop and Rector.

Dr. Ganniff, in his admirable his- 
tory of the U, E. Loyalists, has given graph- 
ic sketches of the privations then en- 
dured, and as most Of his information was 
obtained frout men and woinen whose ree- 
ollections extended back to the period of 
suffering, the accuracy of his statements 
cannot be questioned. What little grain 
had been sown in 1787 did not yield the 
expected return, aa the season was unfa- 
vorable, and the following winter was un- 
usually severe. Flour and imeal were very 
scarce, and could not be procured ‘for love 
ormoney.”’ The mills that had been erect- 
ed by the Government at Kingston and 
Napanee were idle, because there was no 
grain to grind.

MR. MOWAT'S BACKDOWN. 


A telegram from Winnipeg on tho 16th 
atates that a basis of agreement has been 
arrived at by the Manitoba, Ontario and 


Dominion Governments in regard to the 
be- 


eettlomont of the boundary dispute 


tween Manitoba and Ontario, The princi 


pal features are that Mr. Mowat agrees to 
relinquish his claim to the territory under 


award, and to have the case submitted to 
the Imperial Privy Council. The question 
will be practically considered. Mr, Mowat 
ie maid to have been forcibly impressed 
with a recent decision by the Privy Coun- 
cdl, and to prefer a reference to that body 
rather than to the Canada Supreme Court. 
Pending the decision, there will be a joint 
anthority appointed by Manitoba and On- 
tario in regard to the disputed territory on 
a basis which is now being considered. 

The proceedings in the case of Creigh- 
ton, the Manitoba constable, who was 
arrested by the Ontario police and an 
order made for his release on a writ of 
habeas corpus, will be abandoned, as will 
aleo the attempt made by the Manitoba 
Government to prosecute holdera of On- 
tario licenses for selling liquor illegally. 
There js some difference of opinion re- 
garding the details, but these will be 
arranged without difficulty. All the main 
questions have been determined. The 
new plan of action adopted by the Ontario 
Government has led them to dispense with 
the services of the special police recently 
employed at Rat Portager 

The outcome of all the agitation by the 
Ontario Government is thus a mere repeti- 
tion of the course of the French King who, 
itis alleged, with twenty thousand men at 
his command, was guilty of the very incon- 
eequential proceeding of marching his fore- 
¢s up @ hill and down again. 

Had Mr. Mowat sincerely and solely de- 
aired the amicable settlement of this ques- 
tion he could, without expending $40,000 
ta the payment of his army of filibusters, 
and arousing sectional feelings which might 
Very easily have culminated in civil war, 
hrave secured as favorable results as he has 
now gained through negotiations with the 
authorities of Manitoba and of the Do- 
minion.

Bay 
Quinte receives from the country north of 
it severul important rivers and streams,the 
chief of which is the Trent, which for 
beauty is unsurpassed in Canada, It enters 
the bay about three miles from its western 
end, At its mouth, at the base of an im- 
mense bluff, rests the interesting and busy 
town of Trenton. And here let “me say that 
no better location exists in the province for 
A LARGE MANUFACTURING CITY 
than Trenton. It is now growing rapidly, 
and will no doubt (when the Murray canal 
makes it a lake port) take its place among 
the young and thriving cities of the Do- 
minion. Its water power, when utilized, 
will be unlimited, as the Trent, just above 
the town, descends by a succession of foam- 
ing and tuinbling rapids for nine miles, with 
a body of water and fall enough to turn all 
the machinery of the Dominion. A fine 
road runs along the edge of this rapidgand 
a drive along it within sight and sound of 
its roaring waters is delightful in the ex- 
treme. Belleville, already risen to the rank 
of a beautiful, thriving, and important 
city, with its pretty water power, will de- 
rive no little benefit from having conmuni- 
cation with the lake westward by means of 
the canal. And I only wonder that a strong 
company has not been formed for develop- 
ing the 
MAGNIFICENT IRON DEPOSITS 
in the back country on a more extensive 
scale than at present. Belleville, with all 
its natural advantages of shipping, &c., 
would be a fine location for blast furnaces 
and rolling mills for the manufacture of all 
kinds of iron, and I cannot see why, with 
the aid of the liberal bonus offered by the 
Dominion Government to assist such an in- 
dustry, we should not manufacture all our 
own iron products, thus keeping our people 
employed aid our money at home. The 
same vessels that take cargoes of ore to the

their powerful dredges and derricks act- 
ually laid up in the canal, They will be 
engaged during the cold season putting 
their plant in order for a vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the workin the earlyspriug. During 
the winter they will also be employed in 
getting out stone for the bridges which 
cross the canal. A large quantity of timber 
is also on the line of the canal for the piers 
which guard the entrances. As for the 
route selected, the Government displayed 


good judgment in choosing the present one, 


for several reasons, first, on account of the 
PERMANENT AND WELL SHELTERED HARBOR 
into which it opens. Second, according to 
the reports of the several engineers on tho 
subject, the waters of Presqu’Isle harbor 
do not rise and fall so much with the winds 
as those of Weller’s bay, and when there is 
a rise it is not so sudden, consequently the 
current will not affect the canal so much 
by the Presqu’Isle route, and no Jock will 
be required, whereas by the Weller’s bay 
route, according to the comprehensive re- 
port of Chief Engineer Page, made in De 
cember 1867, a lock inust be constructed, 
which would add immensely to the cost 
both in construction and management, for 
all time to coms. Weller’s bay, too, it 
seoms, is gradually being converted into a 
shallow and open roadstead by the action 
of the lake, whereas Presqu’Isle harbor 
can never be in that position on account of 
the rocky barrier between it and the lake ;

Underdraining, 
Editor of the American Cultivator: 
The most frequent mistake with begin 
persis in making the drain too shallow 
Thore are places, itis true, Where a sulti 
cient outlet cannot be obtained for dee p 
ditches, and in such places the drain aust

Such a drain is always unsatisfactory, and 
a few years’ frosta or the roote of “rowing 
crops interfere with its efticions y. Dig 


wing ditches three feet or more deep 18 
much harder work than sinking them 
feet, one foot of which can be put down 
by the plough, The last foot» in depth 
usually costs twice the often three 
times as nuch as the two feet above it. 
When I first began underdraining stone 
was used vlmost exclusively, ws in my 
neighborhood tile making had scarcely 
I put inone or two of the first 
drains little below the reach of the plough, 
as the large stone used came nearer the 
surface unloss the drain was extra deep. 
Yet after one or two years the surface set 
tled so that the plough would sometimes 
hit the top stones and disarrange them, 
These drains | was compelled to take up 
and relay, after sinking them six inches or 
a foot deeper, 

From an expericnce in draining extend- 
ing over thirty years I would always adyise 
digging drains three feet deep, and from 
that to four feet if the object is to drain 
from the side, In carrying water from a 
spring through a field where there is no 
wish to remove water from the soil itself, 
the depth of the tile is of no consequence 
80 that it is below the reach of frost. But 
it is possible by deep draining to dry the 
soil from ainuch wider surface on each 
ne and at a propor ionately less expense. 

A drain three feet deep will passably dry 
the land for perhaps two rods wide on eac h 
side, Sink it another foot and I am sure 
it will dry on level land twice as far and 
do it better in every respect, The way in 
which water comes into drains is peculiar ; 
many people think it soaks directly down 
from the surface. On the contrary, it 
usually bubbles up from the bottom of the 
ditch. I have dug many times when the 
soil was comparatively dry near the sur-

face, and on digging two and a half or 
three feet have found running water 


bubbling up from natural water-courses, 
sometimes at the sides, but more commion- 
ly from the bottom of the ditch. The 
deeper the drain is laid the more of these 
water-courses will be found and the great- 
er the breadth of the land dried, .1 have 
noticed just before reaching thes@ water- 
courses that the pick would strike, a very 
hard and almost impenetrable strata of 
clay, behind which the water would lie in 
its bed of looser gravel or sandy. These 
veins extend through most. tilled land, 
They probably follow the lines of widely 
éxtonded tree roots that lave long since 
decayed and are the last remains of the 
heayy forests that once covered western 
New York, 

Deep cultivation without thorough drain- 
age breaks. up these- natural watercourses, 
and is therefore injurious: I do not be- 
lieve that certain areas of our naturally 
righ, heayy soil have been exhausted of their 
fertility to the extent commonly supposed. 
The continual ploughing which early set- 
tlers gave the soil, caused the land to run 
together and dry in clods, The water 
which formerly found its way through crey- 
ices made by the decaying redts or by other 
causes, is compelled to lie on or near the 
surface and poison the soil, Underdrain 
this land and the surface will soon become 
dryand mellow again, while with this change 
much of its supposed lost fertility will be 
restored, 

It is to this cause that I attribute the 
gradual improvement of soils for two and 
sometimes more years after draining. The 
watercourses near the surface, having been 
broken up by the plough, do not at once 
convey away all the surface water to the 
points below where they remiin open and 
connect with the drains, I have seen drains 
dug in Spring in heavy soil and the crops 
nearly over them, suffered from too much 
wet on the surface the same season. The 
clay in the soil was puddled so that it re- 
tained. the water. A cold, open winter, 
howeyer, generally remedied this difficulty. 
Frost opens the soil to let down the water, 
and if there is an outlet below water will 
never after be stagnant on or near the sur- 
face. Usually, however, 1 have found that 
for two, three or more years a deep-laid 
drain would imerease the Width oyer which 
it would sufticiently dry the surface, 

There is one possible txeeption to the 
rule that underdrains should be laid four 
feet deep wherever practicable. 1 have seen 
heavy, almost pure clays, were it was very 
unlikely that water courses would ever be 
naturally iade, except by the action of 
frost, Such land should be ploughed in 
ridges so.as to slope down to the under- 
1 would still dig here toa depth of 
would fill in with stone or 
uray el over the tile to a depth of one foot 
and a half so as to leave nobmuch oyer a 
foot of the heavier soil for the water to soak 
down through. I believe even here that the 
weight of water would gradually force its 
way through the soil to the tiles. Dhave had 
no practical experience draiming in nearly 
pure clay. A farmer who has, and he is a 
good, thorough man, puts his drain two feet 
deep and only two rods apart through the 
field, This makes it yery expensive for tile, 
probably costing more to drain in this way 
than with drains atleast three feet deep 
and twice as far apart. It is not absolutely 
necessary for ordinary fanning to have 
thorough underdrainage. Surplus water can 
be directed in surface drains so that it will 
remain overthe drain until it soaks into 
the soil. In this way one-half or two-thirds 
the cost of thorough drainage may be saved 
with little disadvantage. My rule is so far 
as possible to ploughin ridges across my un

The Ohio Experiment Station has issued 
acircular giving some interesting wheat 
tests. It appears that Finley wheat was 
the first to mpen; it also gave the heayiest 
yfeld of grain and the greatest weight per 
measured bushel, The straw was not large, 
giving less weight per acre than the Egypt- 
lan. The Egyptian gave the second largest 
yield of grain and produced the lieaviest 
straw, Treadwell, York White Chaff and 
Rice ranked third in yield of grain, Sando- 
mirka came fourth, and Clawson, Velvet 
Chaff and Champion Amber took fifth rank. 
Experiments in thick and thin seeding 
brought about contardictory resultsas tothe 
yield, If there was any difference im the 
earliness of ripening it was in favor of the 
thick seceding. But little difference was 
apparent in the quality of the grain until it 
was weighed, when it was made evident 
that thin seeding produced the largest ker 
nels. It was observed that the proportion 
of wheat winter killed was uniformly less in 
the case of thin and more in the case of 
thick seeding.

Ald. Dickson moved that as thix was an ad 
journed session it should be a general meeting 80 
that it could be formally correct. The motion was 
seconded by Ald. Frost and carried, :

A telegram from Rat Portage was read stating 
en, losses by the recent fire there and soliciting 
aid. 

The Secretary-Treasurer of the School Board 
notified the Council that the retiring School 
Trustees (nomineés of the Council) were Thomas 
Wills and James Macoun, The appointment of 
two more was asked, 

Maria Helferty asked for remission of taxes, 

Mrs, Hunt asked remuneration for injuries 
sustained by her child from a fall from the side- 
walk On Moira St. 

A number of accounts were read and referred. 

REPORTS. 

The Executive Committee recommended the 
payment of the accounts previonsly alluded to 
in the Fire and Market Committee reports, 

The Chairman of Public Works reported that 
$1,200 worth of stone was at the disposal of his 
Committee, and $1,000 worth of lumber, that he 
had expended $8,500 and that the foot bridge 
was in a pretty good shape, 

Ald. Dickson spoke with reference to tho ac- 
tion of the Committee which waa appointed to 
consider the matter of petitioning the Ontario 
Government to refund to the city the amount it 
had given in aid of railways. He explained that 
the Clerk and Solicitor, who were thoroughly 
conversant with the subject, had gotten up a ré 
port which was quite youmminous and he asked 
that it lay on the table. 

Council went into Committee of the Whole on 
Ways and Means, Ald. LaRoche in the chair. 

The accounts were passed, after which the 
communication from Rat Portage was brought 


. Frost, Diamond, Dickson, Blair and 
Pope spoke on the subject, 

Nia. Dickson was sure Belleville would do its 
share to aid the suffering citizens of that place. 

Ald. Hanley suggested that the Execttive 
Committee be empowered to act on the matter.

The 
suggestion he embodied in a motion, which was 
passed,

Ald. Dickson said the object was to petition 
for a refund of whnt the city had given to the 
aid of the local railways. Belleville had grant 
ed $150,000 to assist these schemes and the Gov- 
ernment had legalized a dead By-law on which 
we had to nay te interest. on $50,000. Hon. 
Adam Crooks had stated to the Committee that 
went to Toronto in the interests of the city,that 
we, in equity, were bound to pay that sum and 
in the same way we should have the same rights 
in equity wecorded to us by the local Parliament 
as it had taken from us. 

With reference to the report of the Board of 
Works, Ald. Petrie complained of the want of 
attention shown Foster Ward and he hoped if 
Ald. Starling was Chairman of that Committee 
next year, his, (Ald. Petrie’s) ward would re- 
ceive needed attention, 

Ald. Starling stated that Foster Ward had 
had a very considerable quantity of ‘ravel dis- 
tributed on its streets during the year and other 
work done throtgh the whet 

Tnreply to "Mla. Hanley, Ald. Starling said 
that Mr. Callery’s communication had been 
thrown out, If his pay had been raised, that of 
all other employees on the streets would have to 
be similarly déalé with.

The By-law forthe sale of Mill Island to Rath- 
bun & Co., for 85,000 was also read. 

Ald. Dickson asked that the Mayor be em- 
powered to sign the contract in accordance with 
a draft which he submitted, —Carried. 

The Committee rose and reported.—Adopted, 

The By-laws were read a second and third 
time and numbored, 

Ald, Dickson moved in accordance with 
rules that the Council hold no other regular 
meeting this year. This, he said, would obviate 
the necessity of the Aldermen coming here on 
Monday night next. 

The motion was: seconded by Ald. Diamond 
and carried, Adjourned,

Dress and Pashions. 

The modistes of the present dlay are turn 
ing back the leaves of the old fashion plates 
of magazines, and atudying the pictures of 
the old masters of ‘the art, to enable them 
to revive the ancient fashions, with a few 
dashes of modern taste, thereby making 
the antique more picturesque and dosir 
able. On both sides of the ocean a taste for 
pretty aprons 14 rapidly coming in, and it 
is said that abroad every lady wears them. 
In Paris the meen ise and the paysanne are 
both attired in pictutesque aprons, yet tho 
materials are very different, for the former 
will wear velyet aprons adorned with the 
richest lace and oftentimes of « ruby red 
volor, while the latter contents herself with 
linen or muslin, adorned with ribbons and 
laces. Some of these pretty aprons are 
made entirely of black lace, others of white 
lace with rich ribbons for strings and bows; 
the effect is very becoming to the figure, 
and adds greatly to the elegance of a lady's 
attire. A red, blue, or pink velvet apron 
with a bib should be edyed with white or 
black lace and striped with insertion, and 
a pocket made of lace placed at the right 
side to hold the handkerchief. The usual 
size of these fashionable aprons is three- 
quarters of a yard square, and they are 
closely gathered at the waist into a band, 
ora ribbon is sewed over the gathers so the 
sive is much diminished at the waist-line. 
Some of these aprons are made in black 
lace, dotted lace, or Spanish lace, trimmed 
with edgings to match, and black or colored 
velvet ribbons. A black lace fichu is often 
worn with them and tucked under the belt 
of the apron, and a common gown can be 
made decidedly dressy by these charming 
additions. Plain black silk or satin aprons 
are rather set aside but,there are some still 
made of these materials,and plaited in close 
plaits from top to bottom, lapping the plaits 
one oyer the other at the waist and confin- 
ing them with tupes; underneath, letting 
them spread out into a fam shape at the 
bottom. They are bordered with two rows 
of lace—white oyer black—and haye lace 
pockets, two or-one as you prefer, White 
muslin aprons can also be made in this 
manner, and trimmed with black lace and 
velvet bows and strings. Exceedingly pretty 
aprons are worked upon pongeo silk, momie 
cloth or sheeting linen, with designs in out- 
line stitch, done in black, blue or red silks 
They are yery easily worked, 
and any child ean be taught the outline 
atitch, whichis sometimes called stem-stitch 


and consists of a long stitch with the next 
one taken down half its length.

factthe Kensingtonstitch underothernaimes. 
Mottoes are worked upon the aprons, which 
haye deep pockets at the bottom to hold the 
knitting, or fancy work of any kind, min- 
gled with the designs of tlowers or animals. 
For example the design of a kitten tangling 
up 4 ball of yarn with the knitting work 
attached and the lines ;

They are made 
rounded toes, Tan colored and bright 
scarlet slippers are worn with black stock- 
ings in the house, Black still maintains 
its porwletey in spite of all the new shades 
and combinations of colors. And every 
lady knows that she looks her best in blatk 
whether it be velvet, brocade, satin, silk, 
surah, cashmere or the great variety of 
cloths now offered for her selection, “The 
black gown can be set off with white laces 
and bright ribbons, arranged in- collarettes 
or fichus, and aprons, The fayorite bal- 
moral skirt is of quilted farmer's satin or 
silk. 
the Winter ave black, which are revived 
for street and church Wear, with all kinds 
of shades of suits, and they are worr on all 
occasions excepting weedings, when white 
or the lightest pearl color are the rule. 
Round hats with both square and conical 
shaped crowns, and both rolled and staright 
brijns are worn by young ladies on all oc- 
casions,and by middle-aged ladies for street 
and visiting wear, but not at church ; and 
muny young ladies prefer a capote for 
church, as it is sotittered a inore digni- 
fied head covering than a hat. The hats 
are set straight onthe head and nearly

A Crochet Edging for Shawls, ete. 

Take single Berlin wool and a common- 
sized ivory crochet hook, and, if worked 
separately from the shawl or blanket, make 
a chain of the desired length lat Row 
One double into a stiteh, five chain, pass 
over four stitches, and repeat froin the be- 
ginning. 2nd Row ;—One-half treble, one 
treble, one double treble, one triple treble, 
three chain, one triple treble, one double 
treble, one treble and one half treble under 
the five chain. Repeat from the beginning. 
3rd Row :—One double into the first troblo 
of last row, two chain, éne double into the 
triple treble, three cliain, two double scpa- 
rated by three chain intothe centre of three 
chain of last row, three chain, one double 
into next triple treble,two chain one double 
into the next treble. Repeat from the be- 
ginning of the row. For heading work one 
double into the first row of chain, four chain, 
one double into the first pass over two 
stitches and repeat. This edging can . be 
worked in two shades, Work the two first 
rows with tho darkest shade, and the next 
row and heading with the light shade, 

How to Make a Sideboard Cover. 

A very useful cover for a sideboard can 
be made of decorative felt or canton flannel. 
Take a strip just the width of the top, and 
let it be long enough to hang over on each 
end nine or ten inches. If you use canton 
flannel, buy the double faced: if decorative 
felt, line it with silk finished silesia to 
match its shade exactly, Apply upon the 
ends figures or flowers cutout of cretonneor 
furniture covering, and button hole them 
upon the felt, Orhaye the ends marked 
in some pretty design, and work them in 
outline stitch. Trim the ends with cater- 
pillar or chenille worsted fringe in shaded 
colors ; or with gilt half moons with tassels 
of floselle drawn through.

time ago, in Southern Florida,” said a man 
of science :—‘'I was sailing along. shore,

One of the cuttle-fishes is called 
The Flying Squib. 


Upon the side of the body are two wing- 
like processes that project from it, so that 
when the animal hurls itself into the air, 
tail first, these may serve in sustaining it. 
All the cuttle fishes leap from the water, 
and as some attain a length of sixty feet, it 
must be a stupendous sight. 


Flying Spiders. 


On land there are innumerable instances 
of animals flying or moving through the air 


holding its body aloft and ejecting a thread 
of silk that rises in the air, until it finally 


sustaining themselves, 
Flying monkeys. 


Ainong the milk-givinganimals that move 
through the air,the fiying lemur,an animal 
allied to the monkey, is very interesting. 
It has, like our flying squirrel,a membrane- 
ous skin;that when the arms are strotched 
out adds many times to the general kpread 
of the body without additional weight ; 
even the tail spreads a similar arrangement. 
The young cling to their mothers, and it is 
& curious sight to see them sweeping from 
one tree to another. The flight is always 
downward, They start from the top of a 
high tree, dash off swooping downward, 
then tise from their impetus about twenty 
feet, clasp the brrk, dart to the top of an

The Constitution of a Nation Burned 
up. 


From the St. James’ Gazette, Dee, 8 


selgium, the freest and best-governed 
country on the continent of Europe, is for 
the present without aConatitution, the char 
ter of 1830, together with all the papers 
relating to Belgian indépendence, having 
been destroyed in the firo which lis burn- 
ed tothe ground the Chamber of Represont- 
| atives, The case is unprecedented ; and 
it will be interesting to see in what manner 
the nation will readopt the act. | Fortun- 
ately,one may say without unduc emphasis 
that the Belgian Constitution is written in 
the hearts of the people; and the Belgians, 
after all, are in no worse position than the 
English, who also have no Constitution in 
documentary form. The only other coun- 
try which was over deprived of its Consti- 
tution at one blow ia Poland. The Polish 
Constitution of the year 1815 was seized 
bodily by the troops of the Emperor Nich 
olas after the suppression of the insurree- 
tion of 1830, and carried away? rolled up 
and enclosed in a Japanned tin case, to be 
exhibited at Moscow in a museum of curi- 
Ositios, Where it is still to be seen. 


IRELAND. 


Dr, Mullin died on Noy, 19, after a pro- 
tracted illness, at his residence in Privry 
street, New Ross. 

The Princess of Wales jas ordered a 
quantity of point lace from Mrs. 8. Row- 
land, lace manufacturer, Marksville, Ardee, 
County Louth. 

At the Ulster winter assizes at Belfast, 
on Dee, 5, Patrick Sorraghan was indicted 
for administering arsenic, red wine, and oil 
of vitriol, with intent to murder his wife, 
in County Cavan, The jury found him 
guilty and Baron Dowse sentenced him to 
penal servitude for life. 

A return, giving the number of houses, 
with the cost, determined by the different 
Boards of Guardians to be built in Ireland, 
Shows that the total number of houses to be 
erected in Ireland is 6,459, at an estimated 
cost of £521,078.

Loyalists, where was the birth of many of 
Qanada’s wore prominent and worthy sons, and 
where repose the ashes of' a large nuinber of 
pioneers, and finally I know not of a Church 
which should inore properly be foremost in rear 
ing such # memorial edifice, than the Church of 
that country and boYereign for whose sake they 

“counted not their lives dear unto them,” the 
Church to which so many of them and of their 
children adhered, as a necessary part of their loy- 
alty to the British crown. I do not think that any 
denomination of christians will\be jealous of the 
old Church of England taking in hand this 
work, especially as one of her clergymen has been 
the fimt— te broach tho project, not in 
deed as the only monument of the kind which 
should be erected, nor as the only description of 
memorial appropriate to commemorate thone 
worthy nen, but simply as one whose character 
will, 1 am sure, meets the ideas and feelings of 
numbers of their descendants, to the erection of 
which they will gladly contribute, and upon the 
walls of which they will be gratified to place 
tablets to the memory of their revered fore. 
fathers.

So that to produce 
a good, strong, elastic wool, even through- 
out its length, the animals must never be 
allowed to suffer exposure, either to sudden 
changes of temperature or the cold rains 
and sleet of our winters. Each one leaves 
its mark in a weakened portion of the fibre, 
and the value of the staple is correspond- 
ingly decreased. The shelter necessary to 
the proper protection of sheep need not be 
extensive or expensive. Anything that 
will break the wind and turn the rain will 
suffice, and there seems to be no valid ex-

Besides, the 
water of the Oak Hill Pond ia of tnusual and 
indeod exceptional purity, whereas at 18 miles, 
in the direction of tho Murray Canal, we should 
not get the pure water of Lake Ontario, but that 
of Preaquilie Harbor, seasoned with the sewage 
of Brighton, and Lake Ontario itself receivesthe 
drainage of Hamilton, Toronto, Port Hope, Co- 
bourg, aud many other Canadian towns and vil- 
lages, and of Oswego, Rochester and 
more cities on the American side, to say nothing 
of the sewage of the cities on Lake Erie, from 
Buffalo to Detroit, which comes down thu Nia- 
gara river, and all of which, it “is respectfully 
subinitted ” will bear about a similar proportion 
to the volume of Lake Ontario that the sewago 
of Trenton and the Asylum does to the volume 
of the Bay of Quinte.

Oponrto, Dec, 28,—Capt. Scett, of the wrecked 
stoaner Plantyn, says that on Noy, 17th, in lati- 
tude 44,17, longitude 42:20, a hurricane carried 
away the poop deck, the bridge skylight, and 
main deck from the poop to the engine room, 
leaving only the iron work intact, One of the 
wnasts fell, sinashing 5 life-boata and 4 pinnaces, 
Tho water quenched the fires aud filled the hold, 
Four sailors and one passenger porished at 
this Dr. Fraser and four of the 
aailora were injured. One of the latter died. 
Four hundred and sixty tons of the cargo were 
jettivoned to relieve the vessel. Several steamers 
passed while the Plantyn was undergoing her 
terrible trial, but paid no attention to the dis- 
tress siguals. The crew worked at the pumps 
and baled water night and day, keeping the ship 
afloat until Dec, 26th, when the brig G. D. 7.

Ciucaco, IL, Dec. 16,

the celebrated Brooklyn preacher, Rey. T. De- 
Witt Talwage. The subject of his discourse was 
The Three Sickles, and his text was taken from 
St. John, 4th chapter aud 35th yerse; ‘Say not 
you, there are yet four months and then cometh 
the harvest.

Nelson's Trafalgar Signal, 


Some correspondence has recently been 
published as to the exact words of Nelson's 
fainous signal at the battle of Trafalgar 
Mr. J. W. Thompson, grandson of the 
Lieutenant who actually gave the signal, 
writes from Cardiff to a daily contempor- 
ary : ‘What actually happened before the 
action was this: The admiral gave thé 
order to telegraph to the whole fleet : 
‘Nelson expects every man to his duty.’ 
This order was given, not to the signalling 
Lieutenant of the Victory—who had been 
disabled, I believe—but my. grandfather, 


the Jate George Lewis Browne, who was 
then serving on board the flagship. My 
father had more than once heard him re- 


late the incident which then occurred—the 
young Lieutenant's suggestion, half hint, 
half request, that ‘England’ should be sub- 
stituted, as that word wasin the signal 
code-book and could be run up at once, 
whereas ‘Nelson’ would require six sets of 
flags, displayed one after the other, and 
Nelson's prompt and hearty reply. ‘Right 
Browne ; that’s better!’ This officer was 
paid off, as were so many others, in conse- 
quence of the war being virtually ended, as 
far as naval operations were concerned, by 
tle victory of Trafalgar, and it was whilst 
he was practising asa barrister on the 
Western Circuit that he got his promotion 
as commander. Long. afterwards he was 
given post-rank, I have once or twice 
seen curiously-garbled versions of this little 
bit of history, in which Nelson is made to 
carefully adapt his words on this occasion 
tothe requirements of writers of popular 
songs."
